The pifaey 
debate is alrnost as old as the 
Amiga itself and. practically etery starte has 
been argueii to the death with the result 
that viTf little has actually been done. 

The warring factions {.an te split into t/vo 
distinct groups - the cnmpjter games 
industry and the Amiga user, The industty 
blames casual and organised piracy for the 
diminishing of Amiga software and lack of 
future development, while the user blames 
ttie computef games industry for cfiarging 
extortionate prices per unit. While both the- 
gries can: be considered corfect to some 
ertentr there is ir\Qth& slice to the pie that 
both sides, and especial If the computer 
games industry, have failed to retogniie, 
and that is the actual quality of Amiga 
software. 

tt would seem that the success the Amiga 
has bfought hss, in the end, been partly 
responsible fof its downfall - as the industry 
has become mofe wealthy so they have dis- 
tanced themselves from the end user. There 
has been very little after-saies support for 
Amiga owners and before the demise of 
Commodore it seemed oui machine was 
being used as a testing ground for PC 
conversions and PC futufe development 

I NCOM PATI B I LITY 

A classic example was &17 from MicroProse, 
This game crashed left, fight and centre on 
the Amiga while the PC version played like a 
dream, When questioned about the incom- 
patibility problems, MitroPfose told me that 
they didn't support Amiga third-party bard- 
ware such as accelerators and FastHAM, 
What! The PC has more third-party hardware 
than any other computer in existence yet 
there were no visible problems with this 
wrsionof BT7- 

The obvious conclusion to be drawn from 
this ejtample is that MicroProse rushed the 
Amiga version through, resulting in faulty 
goods being released tn the public so they 
could spend more time on the PC wrsiion. 
Hameirer, MicroProse aren't tlw only ones to 
blame. There are other big name companies 
who have done exartly the same. 

Another good example of rushed soft- 
ware was Reach for the Skies from Virgin. I 
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actually partici- 
pated in the bug 

testing of this product (for free) and on 
average found ten times as many bugs as 
the actual quality crantrol department at 
Virgin! When the game was finally released 
most of the bugs remained and I completed 
it in one day at the hardest level. What 
annoyed me most was that I paid £35 for 
this game - money I may as well have 
thrown down the drain. If I had known 
about this I certainly would not have 
bought it 

As mentioned before, these companies 
are simply two examples from a catalogue 
too vast to include here but the problem is 
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men

spread throughout the computer games 
industry. And this is really my point UVhat is 
the incentive in buying software that is faulty 
when you can get a copy of it foi a fraction 
pf the cost? Had someone offered me a 
copy of Reach for the Skies I would have 
found it very drfficutt to say no. 

Obviously, testing a game so that it is 
entirely bug-free is not always possible, 
However, if you've ever peru&ed the con- 
tents of a cover-mounted PC CD you will 
have rotked the myriad of bug patches for 
PC sofhnrare. Why has the Amiga never beer 
supported like this? Because the industry 
couldn't give a fig about Amiga owners, 
that's why. 

When Doom was- released on the K the 
computer games industry said it could n''l be 
done on the Amiga, yet now they have all 
but abandoned our machine we see new 
developers springing up al^ the time with 
Doom clones galote that are just as gochd as 
their PC rivals, 

In my opinion the problem really boils 
down to ignorince and greed. The computer 
games industry as a whole has become so 
obsessed with advertising, deadlines and 
profits that the end-user has become merely 
a statistic - especially If you own an Amiga!

Compatlbflity pfoblems, SDL's troubles 
and absence of marketing have all betn 
bls^med for the lack of enthusiasm from 
foniumers. 

Amiga Computing talked to Dale 
Bradford, General Secretary of the National 
Association of Specialist Computer 
Retailers. He remarked: The Amiga didn't 
ha^ve a good a Christmas as perhaps a lo't of 
us had hoped. It's just so unfortunate that 
they got hit by the incompatilijlity 
problernSr I think this scared retailers off 
because although tradttionally they sold a 
lot of Amigas, what they don't want is tp 
have problems after Chriistmas with people 
bringing back machines saying they want 
refunds.' 

We asked him what Amiga Technologies 
should do to get the Amiga back on its feet. 
They must get the retailers stocking them 
with confidence again and part of that 
would be sorting out the iricompaitibility 
problem, but also a bit of marketing would 
not go amiss either.' 

However, another problem is that the 
Amiga is only available from multiples like 
Tandy and Escom, Bradford agree;, "If they 
could get the independents to stock it and 
support it again then that would help a 
gre^t deal. Thaf s where they [the Amt:gas] 




n 






came from originally because none of the 
multiples would touch them back ir 19S6 
or 1937, It was the independents who 
helped to push them onto the market 
place." 

The fart that the Amiga was bought by 
Escom is also seen as an obstacle by some 
retailers. Bradford said: 'One of the biggest 
problems now is that they're owned by 



Escom and it may be small-minded but 
there are people out there who are saying 
Tm not going to help increase the profte of 
someone wfio is cutting the arSe out of the 
PC markef." 

John Smith, General Manager of Amiga 
Technologies offered: "At the end of the , 
dafy, \i the Amiga had to survive somebody 
had to purchase it. UVe are a totally separate 
entity in the way we run. We have to make 
our own profits. The Amiga is a great 
product and we've brought it baclt, hence, 
now, the move into the surfer pack and I 
would hope more independeri'ts would take 
the view that we all love the Amiga so 
much - let's get on and sell it. They will 
makeprofit outof it. * 

Smith admitted SDL's problems did have 
an adverse effect on Christmas sales: "It 
definitely did effect our sales which was 
inevitable as they were our largest 
distributor," He continued; 'There's no 
dqubt about it - SDi's demise hurt us, in 
the same way that when Commodore went 
down we hurt SDL" 

Although the actua! Amiga didn't sell as 
well as hoped, the software on the other 
hand did nicely out of the existing Amiga 
users who have shown that they are still 
there to buy good games when they are 
released. 

Bradford pointed to the success of some 
Amiga publishers and distributors: Those 
who are still supporting the Amiga are 
doing very well, such as Guildhall. I was 
also talking to Active Distribution and 
they're still shipping a lot of Amiga 
software."

Hefe at 
the office we run on an old 1 942 monitor for 
which the M143£S i& a direct repfscerrient and 
we thnught the quality of the 1942 was pretty 
poor. Unfortunately, it shines compared to Ihe 
new monitor. The M143aS gives an image on 
a 4D0D that looks as though it is coming 
through a modulator, with blurry text and 
misconverged colours., 1 thought I had taken 



my glasses off 
and had h^d a 
few pints when I 
looked at our Workbench 
screen. Now convergence is a proWem 
that can be caused by the monitor being 
bashed or in extremes of temperature or 
humidity, and since it came delivered by a 
courier tm sufe that h prohably enperienced aH 
those thin,^ so yoor best bet, i*f you are golryg 
to buy one, is to make sure you see it in acSon. 
in the shop you're goirvg to buy it in if at all 
po^ible. 

The M1438S doesn't corfte with a disk with 
optimised DBLPal drivers designed to fill the 
screen as much as possible like the 1942 did, 
so it is left up to the end user to decide 
whether he or she wants to mess with 
hardcore utilities like MonEd or just suffer enor- 
mous black borders down the left and right- 
hand sides of the screen. Although the M 1 4 385 
is billed as bein$ a 1 4" monitor, these black 
borders mean you only really get about 1 1 \ 
inches of viewable area. These problems only 
occur if you are usir^g the monitoi in a DBLPal 
or DBIWTSC streenmode, of course, and don't 
afflict the monitor mnnirtg in standard PAL or 
NT^C modes, but what did you buy a multascan 
monitor for (f not to run the Amiga's higher 
resQJutions on a flicker free screen?

Okay, it would be an eicagg«ratioiii to sug- 
gest that the Amiga has a slaming role in 
these first two, but it does have a signifi- 
cant walk-on part. Watch Cracker, for 
example, anct you will see Fiti (Robbve 
Coltrane) tapping away on none other than 
an Amiga- Ot Coronation Street where 
Curly Watts once had a bit of trouble with 
the BettaBuys store computer, played by 
an Amiga. Prime Suspect's palice station 
sets have also benefited from t^e Amiga. 

Howevt^r, in some cases the Amiga, 
unfortunately, has to undergo a dramatic 
costume chan^^ in the wardrobe depart- 
ment and appear as a PC. A PC box sits an

and the ability to mix projects with different data rates will be available

Walter, ako kncnvn as Walter the Warp Engine for the SJMHi Warp 
Ef}gine that powers him (her? it?). Walter is an extremely stacked machine. In addition to the 
processing power it Can muster, it alio houses the Digital Broadcaster card and its 
aaompariying AD5 1 S 1 6-bit sampling card, and is the main Lightwave renden'ng Ration. 

Next tip is Peggy, an A4000/030: with one oi Scaia's Mpeg cards, closely Mowed by 
Peggy II, a similar machine. Lastly, Runty is the smallest member of the pack. Being only a 
moderateiy accelerated A 1 200, ftirnty's main u$e these days is tecreatiottat, but it used to 
be Arcom's mainstay. The tow machines are surrounded by CD-ROfi/i recorders, video

Tony Patrickson tells us in his own words about the 
creation of the Stimuloss imagie on this page... 

Here, The image started off as a vague idea about 
creating a design that merged computer-generated 
imagery with material scanned in from the 'real 
world'. The original background image of a human 
figure was one r}f Q series digitized se^ral months 
previously using (he VidiAmiga (14) RJ with live input 
from a Betacam, which I'd played around with for o 
while using vttrious coiour-mapping routines in 
Photoshop to produce this rather lurid 'chameleon' 
e:f{^ct Having imported it into litjageFX this was (hen 
cropped and resized to the correa resolution and 
aspect ratio lor the task in hand. Because (he image 
was enlarged to such a degree, it was necessary to 
use Gaussian and antialiasing routines within 



ImagefX to smooth out pixel differences - which 
would have been necessary anyway as I wanted the 
background de-focussed ta reproduce the photo- 
graphic effects of depth-of-field. 

The rfent stage was to get down to designing fore- 
ground elements: here's really no substitute on the 
Amiga for LightWave wfien it comes to working quidcly 
through ideas in three dimensions. I'd already made 
preparatory drawings on paper - pre-planning is a 
must if you don't want to gei 'lost in the interface' at a 
later stage - so adapted these ideas to create forms 
similar to blood-vessels in the human body. Again, 
with the modeller in LightWave it was a relatively 
straightforward process of creating a disc of the 
required diameter and using the 'rail extrusion' fea- 
ture from the Multiply menu to extrude (he disc along 
a Curve sketched in (he background layer Both the 



'oriented' and 'segments^^utomatic' functions were 
selected in this so as to give a smooth extrusion in 
thrse dimensions 

Having created a number of these ob/ects in 
LighMave I then haded them into PixeljD and saved 
them out in JDDD format for use in Imagines. Why 
Imagine and not LightWave? Well, in this case I want- 
ed to make use of certain procedural textures avail- 
able oniy in Imagine (in this case 'peened' and 
'CchurHoizl'), plus, although being abysmal as an 
animation tool it does produce good quality high-reso- 
lution stills (I basically only use it as a rendering 
engine lor detailed textures nowadays). Also, I found 
out early on in the prt^ect that my 10 megs o! ftAM 
wasn't enough to render all the scene-elements in 
Lightwave (even with the 'Segment memory' feature 
shut way down) at. the resolution I needed for outpta i

get the texture parameters right it was a cose of 
designing the lighting wOhin the stage editor. As il is 
in film, theatre of photography, prababty the biggest 

feoion why so many bod computer graphics look tetri- 
bte ra in poor lighting desigry - it doesn't matter if ifs 
iD Studio, Lightwave, or ony higher-end applicotion 
like Softimage, if the lightmg is twd it doesn't matter 
how good the other elements are. The temptation is to 
wtwck the ombient-fili levels up to try ond show evtry 
detail (whiih gives manf i^QfnptJter-grophki on TV 
that flashy 'sameness' for example}, but as with cine- 
matography, much of the most effective work is dorx 
with shadow as much as light itself. 

In this case, the lighting requirments were quite 
precise hecause the tight if} the background image 
hod lieen from a single low-angle spot, so a single 



spot was placed in the stage editor to ilhutinate the 
objects from beneath in a similar fashion. As well as 
acastate placement, the light colour was tweaked to 
mimic the effects of the tungsten/artifical lightsource 
in the bockground image, with 'diminishing intensity' 
seleaed. 

??ENQERING 

After further tests, all the image components were 
finatly rendered at print ra^t than screen resolution. 
The final render was then imported into ImageFX for 

post-production and checking. Although tfte lighting of 
She hack and foreground elements seemed consistent 
enough, ! wasn't happy with some aspects - the com- 
positing (aoked too sharp in places, like that in the cir- 
cled area. This is a common proWem when composit- 



ing several elements from different sources, in that 
things can look too clean and arifficiaf - our own eyes 
are used to a world that hos dirt and shadow in it The 
offending areas in the image were selected using the 
'freehand' tool in ImageFX, with piKet and shading dif- 
ferences then softened using Gaussian, bfur, and dark- 
ening routines. 

Whilst the lighting and tonal ranges now looked 
akay, there were slight colour variations that needed 
tweaking to harmoniie the image as a whole. After 
small adjustmenls to the CMYK voiues, I played 
around with the 'antique' filter from the Colour effects 
menu. Vsualfy this just turns everything into a 'ciichi 
in sepia', but I found that re-applying it ieverol times 
jave the right hue to bring the image toge&er. Finally^ 
the file was saved-out of ImageFX and archived for 
transmission to the magazine, 
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pnojetts both large and small, Russell iAoate 
doesn't realty care about all the doom dnd 
gloom currently enveloping the Amiga market, 
in fact he almost, approves, of it He likes the 
idea thai the Amiga is a 'punlC rischine, *s he 
temi^ it.

Tony took roundabout trip into the world 
of Amiga. He originally trained in sctilpture 
and comes from an orthodoK fine art back- 
ground. But he wanted to gel invoh/ed in the 
emerging computer arts fidd and, through 
speaking to a frierfd working at a produc^n 
facility in Belfast carrtei into contact with the 
Amiga. Tony's main pfohlem as an artist is 
one of funding, so the Amiga's tow-cost 
and high quality tornbination made for a 
pafticuhrly ottfoctive proposition. 

He first got an A 1500 about four years ago 
and worked ^th Deluxe Paint and imagine, 
pretty standard Amiga tools thai everyone 
has {fooess to. But two years ago, the ageing 
AllDO was definitely storting to log behind 
the current state of the art (to be very kind to 
it} and Tony replaced it with an A4000/0i0, 



He continued using a mixture of ¥iiho grabs 
from his Vidi Amiga frame grabtier and an 
evolving mixture of Imagine, DPaint and 
tmagef/X. 

When Lightwave become available as a 
standafone package, Tony got the necessary 
money together in order to purchase what 
was universally acclaimed as a brilliant 
'new' tool for 3D onimatofs. Six montiis ago, 
he gave Lightwave the kick in ^ pants it 
needed by adding a Cyberstorm OSO board 
to his setup, ^anks to a grant from the Arts 
Coun^iil, but he has his eye on plenty of 
other additions to his setup that he witi 
make when he gets further money - itemi 
like a VLab Motion come pretty high on his 
list As you'll see from the pictures on the 
page, Tony uses stark imagery to make his 
point He feels that colour can sometimes be 
distraction, and that computer art in 
particular seems always to be oversaturated 
with bright tones that can get in the way oi 
Jfte point of the image.

From yoiir sombre coloured eover wrth the 
rather sinister 'Escom' figure, to the nvell-wrrt- 
ten and well- reasoned articles, I think you 
have captured the moad exadly artd I would 
like to make a few comments of my pwn.

I 
set about upgrading the basic 12O0 and now 
have a 1200' working through a HiQ 
Workstation, with s trapdoor expansion 
card to give me 6A1b RAM, a 170Mb IDE 
drive, a Sanyo CD-ROM driw and a ZIP drive, 
together with a new Citizen ProJet Colour 
pnnter - 3!S you can imagine, I spend a lot of 
time and get a lot of enjoyment from my now 
buely 1 20D and this is increasing as E gain in 
competence! 

Gut I live in an idyllic setting miles from 
anywhere with far rriore sheep than people. 
When I first got the Amiga, there were quite a 
few shops at not too great a distance from 
where I live that supported it - certainly mast 
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of them also sold mainly PCs, but usually 
there was someone with whom you could at 
lea^t talk sensibly about Amigas. 

Since Escom bought out what was left of 
Commodore it is quite noticeable how the 
Amiga presence has totally evaporated - car*

Generally, the 
Amiga software you need to use bM 
aspects of the Internet is freely available^ 
but the problem with this ts that the only 
ready source for Comms suftware is 
Aminet So t« get Amiga Comms software 
you either have to have internet access 
already, or a CP-ROM and the Ami net CD 
s«t, which wDu9d then allow you to get the 
ri^ht software. 

On pur April issue we did a special 
Comms coverdis^ whkh supplied you with 
all the r^ec^ss^ry Internet software to get 
you linked up and accessing e-mail, news- 
groups and FTP sites. There was also the 
chance for British readers to have ten 



hours trial Internet access with Demon. 
There aw still April issues available so you 
could get onto the Internet this way. 

As the whole package is based around 
AmigaNQS, an olde/ TCP/IP software pack- 
age, the Installaition is very simple as the 
installer was especially written for the 
Included packages, but you will still need 
to know your IP address, your e-mail 
addre&s. and the sub net mask. Do not 
start worrying too much, as your internet 
provider will tell you what you need to 
type in. 

The only downside is that AmigaNOS is 
not supported by any recently written 
Internet programs, with just about every 
program supporting AmilCP. So in the long 
run, getting hold of amd switching to 
AmiTCP would be the best move, 
Unfortunately, flmilCP is very very difficult 
to set up, even for someone that knows 
quite a lot about the Amiga already. 

This is because for ev«ry program that 
you want to work with AmiTCP, you have 
to configure AmiTCP separately for each 
one, and this can get to be very confiusing, 
If AmiTCP came with all the necessary 
Internet tools to allow you tti Web browse, 
e-mail, use newsgroups and FTP, things 
would be far more Straightforward. All you 
would have to know is your IP number and 
e-mail address which would be provided 
for you by your Internet server. 

Amiga Technologies have announced 
that they will be producing an Intemel

\ Having used Finaf Writer to produce 
essays and repom myself, I know how frus- 
trating and time consuming it can be trying to set up 
diagrams by hand. Luckily, there are a few tricks that 
you tan use to help you get along. 

In the display preferences there are two DPI 
settings, and the primary use for these is to create an 
aspect correct document display. This simply means 
the printed document will look like it does on the 
screen. The DPI value can range from 40 up to 310, 
and a side effect of this is that you can get a more 
detailed view of your document by using higher DPI 
values. Consequently, if you double the DPI you will 
z(}om in twice as much. The downside is that because 
the computer has more data to process, the screen 
update will slow, but having this closer 'look' at your 
document will allow you to be more precise with 
positioning graphics.

It's been a long^ hard road for North 
America, the market fiat never quite seems 
to give the Amiga a breaL But the message 

from WOA Tofonto was that even on long, 
hard roads, there ane bright spots, and turn- 
ing points. Developers and retailers world-

Drawing tools 



when it comes to simple drawing tools, both 
Wordworth and final Writer have their own 
advantages. The main advantage that 
Wordworth has is its much superior line 
drawing, For all of Wordworth's shapes, the 
requester that eontrcils how they look is 
modeless- This means it works separately 
from the main program, and when you 
adjust a setting this is imrrwdiately reflected 
in your document, allowing you see tvnw the 
change looks. In Final Writer you have to get 
rid of the requester before you can see what 
your changes have done. 

final Writer only has three drfferent types 
of lines - plain, an'owed or curved - and this 
pates in comparison to the options available 
to Worduvorth users. From the line informa- 
tion requester you can add various shapes to 
the beginning and ends of lines as well as 
apply dash effects and the text, flow. 

With either program you can create a 
basic number of re-siieable shapes, and fof 




any of the shapes you can choose the fill 
and outline colours, or leave them as trans- 
parefit. Final Writer really wins here because 

a number oi new shapes were ^dded for 
version four which allowed you to irdepen- 
dentJy adjust the po$itiOn of any of the 



shape's handles, giving you much greater 
flexibility. Also, a blaring omission from 
Wordworth for me is any sort of graphic 
rotate setting - Final Writer has had 
this since it came out so there is no r 
excuse, 
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good while now, and are very useful when 
fTPU want to highlight a njmb^r of points in 
a docjmert by ^lEowing you to m^lte theim 
stand out Irtwn the- rest of the docuimerit, A 
fast forrnat tool is now available that allpws 
paiagfsph informatioin to be pasted from 
one to another. This goes along with the 
majoi additidn of style sheets, and for any 
Final Writer user these will' be a fairly well 
Itfiow function. The ability to Have pretlefined 
styles is an exteientely helpful one because it 
allows you to very quickly format a 
document or es$ay to your normal styles. 

ImportTng 

For exarrple, if you impoft soni« plain text 
with all the varjous psrgigraphs, headings and 
titles as standard text;, Word worth m^kes it 
an easy task to format the idocuEoent, Using 
your pr$vigM$iy defined set of Styile sheets, 
you can just highlight th'e heading and then 
select the heading style which is then 
applied to yauF Heading text. If you now 
select tjie first paragraph of the main body

Wordworth goes even further than Final 
Writer in that styles can be copied frorn 
paragraph to paraigraph, You can even apply 
styles usin;g user-definable hot keys, of which 
20 are available, 

As a final Writer user there are some very 
welcome GUI features rn the Wordworth 
interface that I would like to s«e in Final 
Writer^ and these are all connected with 
manipulating graphics. One annoying prob- 
lem in Final Writer is that text and graphics 
have to be Ttanipulated with connpletdy 
separate 'pointers'. Therefore, when switch- 
ing from ediiting text to graphics yOu have to 
seFect the correct edit mode from the lools 
strip or menu item. When yoy are constantly 
doirg this it beconnes a little tiresome:, 
particulfffy when compared to the 
Wordworth system, where you never haive to 
bother with what you are editing, Wofdworth 



autoTTiatically detects whethei the painter is 
over a graphic or text and will switch to the 
correct edit mode. 

An offshoot of this is that depending on 
what part of a graphic object you are select- 
ing, different actions ane available. Place the 
pointer nv& a resiie handle and the pointer 
changes to the resize pointer, so you know 
the next action will be to resiie the graphic 
In Final Writer there is always a frttle guess 
woflt imifotved rn knowing whether you are 
about to select, deselect or resize a graphic's 
box, as there is no way of telling if thie point- 
er is owef a resiffi handie or not, until it is 
too late. 
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Arexx support 

AReuc was probabiy the last main feature 
ttut Final Writer held over Wordwortfi. It was 
always the case that Wordworth had no 
ARexx port, but whethet this was any majlor 
disadvantage is debatable, as I am sure matvy 
users do not even touch the function, even 
though AResx can be put to very good uses. 
For example, Final Writer did not have any 
text effects, but they were intrDduced to it by 
a third- party ARexx script that allowed you to 
spiral ard wave text, rhis ctoes highlight the 
sort of complex rr>anipu1ation that is possible 
through an AReut port 

Digita have already put this ARexx port tO 
goad use through the addition of a new fea- 
ture calle<f Wizards. These at« basically going 
to be interactive tutorials that will guide the 
user through various parts of Wordworth 
such as mail merging, which can be quite 
complex and difficult to explain in a manual 

As ARexx can access every part of the 




Text effects 



As standard, Wordworth comes with its text 
effectSj allowing you to apply several effects 

\o a section of text, I have never really seen 
the point in these because along wrath being 
fairly slow^ if you use any more than a 
couple of words you start to have siie 
problertis, with text overlapping or taking up 
to much room. 

A third party did write an ARexx script 
called Final Wrapper that gave Final Writer 
the same sort of abilities. It works very welL 
but again it is the sort of thing you use once 
and never touch again. 

One thing that I was hoping to see in 
Tina I Writer 4 was a table function, but it 
never appeared. The Wordworth table is 
very straightforward and simple to use. 
Once you hawe created a new table object 
you can adjust any of the cells to whatever 
siie you want, and type text directly into 
them, applying styles as you would for nor- 
mal text Vou will also be able to 'hot-link' 
the firul version of Wordworth to TurtwCalc 
and import spreadsheets as Wordworth 
tables.. This was not implemented on this 
beta version but will tie available for the 
release version. 

Wordworth text boxes show a conceptual 



dtflerence to those in Fmal Writer. They act 
like a separate movable text window that 
you can type directly to and apply different 
styles to any part of this text In Final Writer, 
once a text box has been created it 
becorT>es rrvore or less a standalone graphrc 
object that c^n be moved around and 
resiled, with the text inside automatiically 
resizing to the shape of the box. When a 
Wonlwortfi text box is resized tfie text stays 



the same. Both styles of text boxes have their 
own advantages and disadvantages, and a 
choice to create both would be very 
welcome. 
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WordwDfth pfogram this makes it very simple 
to open up and dctivate parts of the pnagram 

wliile giving iha user a running carmmentiry of 
wiiat is exactly fisppening.

Printing 

The ore o^ interest to most people is the back- 
grojnd printing, a wonderful function that lets 
you print your docurnent without the iMait, 
OrKe die printing lias started you are free to 

cany on and edit your document, be it another 
orv& dr the One you iiv^re just vwrking 0^ and 
Wordworth will cany on regardEess. The only 
passible downside to this is that printing cari be 
quite prM^ssof irstenslve as there can be a lot 
of dat3 Involved, particularly when graphics are 
being used. It may be that Wordworth becomes 
fairly unusable when printing due to the print 
process hogging s\\ the processor cycles, so 
negating the feature. 

H? LaserJet owners will be pleased to know 
that WoFdvrarth now supports downloadable 
printer fontSv which will speed up printing by 
huge amounts. This is because Instead of the 
entire page having to be created dot by dot, 
which is what Wordworth use to do, the font 
description can now be sent to the printer and 
only the ASCII text needs to be downloadedj so 
speeding up printing no end. The version of 
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Wordworth that I have been lookin;g at is ofily 
a beta version, made evident by the 
Wordworth 3.1 logos that still adorn the icons 
and startup screen. From using the program, 
and the helpful rwtes supplied by Digita, it b 
apparent that the proigram is almost complete, 
with only the interface to the new Wizards and 
AReut waiting to be updated. 

I have to say 1 am mightily impressed with 
this latest version of Wordworth, even in this 
beta fonn. I have always dismissed earlier ver- 
sions as they seemed to be slower than Final 
Writer when It came to move things around 



the screen, but this latest version seems to 
shift tent and graphics around with oompet^ 
speed. I tiilnk SoftWood are going to have l 
pull their proverbial finger oirt, as Olgita ha 
done themselves proud. 

Even this beta copy is running fast on 
A1200 with no problems. It seems whik 
Softwood have been twiddling with Finrf 
Writer's interface, Digita have been working 
on adding some eonstmctive and useful fea- 
tures. It has even been updated specifically for 
the Picasso board, and perhaps they may i 
even more fof the Tnal version? 
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Graphics 



With both programs having virtuafly identical 
tejct manipulation tools, apart from Final 
Writer's grammar checker, the ability of each 
pfogram to manipulate graphics is the only 
area left that could ditterentiate them, When 
doing any type of document it Is always use- 
ful to be able to include diagrams of one sort 
or anolhei, because nut only do they brighten 
up the document but they make it easier to 
read and can add darlty to whatever it is you 
are writing about 

Both programs allow you create baste 
geometric shapes that you can then re-scale 
and move anound. With a bit of thought and 
patience you can create fairly complex 
diagrams, and to help you both programs 
have similar functions available to manipulate 
individual or groups of graphic objects. 

Once you have a number of shapes on 
screen you will have to start to move them 
into position and arrange them In the correct 
sequence. Functions avi liable ei^er from the 
tool bar or menu optiions let you push graph- 
ics to the front or back, locJi graphics in place, 
and a group selection allows you to treat a 
number of objects as a single group. 

I tried to create the same diagram in both 
programs to see If there were any noticeable 
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differences that showed one program to be 
easier to use than the other. The first thing I 
found was that Wordworth's tables can be 
used very nicely to create grids, but in Final 
Writer you have to mess around individually 
aligning lines which is very time consuming. 
The ability to leave out the scale requester, as 
it Is modeless, is also helpful. 

Final Writer does have its own advantages. 
I was saying that the intelligent way 
Wordworth's pointer works is helpful, 
but being able to select graphic^only 
editing In Final Writer has its own plusses. 



Each time you elicited on a graphic in 
Wordworth it flicked the screen to the top 
left of the screen as it switcfred to tett 
mode, and after a while this got to be very 
annoying 

A major problem for Wordworth was 
when 1 came to resiie a group of objects. 
The results were a complete mess, esfsecia- 
lly when compared to Fmal Writer. The main 
problem would seem to be the tent boxes 
and tables, as these cannot be scaled, but 
even some of the normal objects did not 
seem to scale correctly. 
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Oatasiore 2 is the latest iricsmaticin 
cf DJgita's Ami^a database. Before 
1 start you should uriderstjirid tti^t 
^ Datastore is not a relational data- 
base, it basically allowi yoj to stofe, mdripu- 
late dnd search through d flat lisit □( data. The 
only relational database I know of for the 
Amiga is Twist 2, not that being a relatiflnal 
databa^ is nec«&ari^ a good thing, since 
you really need a degree to be able to design 
and create a reliable relational database. 

Installing Datgstore is made very simple by 
Digita's usual Installer script, allowing ypu tq 
install Datastore onto Hopples or a hard drive 
partition, The whole Datastore package is fai- 
rly compact, taking up le5& than 1 Mb of space. 

As I was saying before, Datastore allows 
you tcH store lists of data grouped inta 
records, each record in a database having tbe 
same fietds. Fields are eitlier textual or grap- 
hic in nature, and along with the normal user 
entered tent and numeric data fields, there 
are a riumber of otheir specialised fields that 
can be chosen. 

A date field ts available along with time 
and boolean fields. The lattter is quiet inter- 
eslaflg as it allows you to define a list of pre- 
set choices, so restricting the user, when 
they come to fill in that field, 
whatevef entries yoj bawe made. 

The graphic fi*ld is very Hexi 
bte due to. the fact ttiat i;t sup- 
ports picture datatypes 
Therefore, ai\ the various 
picture Datatypes you 
have installed are the 
picture formats that 
Datastore supports. 
When adding a graphic 
to a new record, you 
click in the picture fidd 
and a file requester pops 
up allowing you to 
choose the picture that 
should go into that record's 
field. The irnage is then 
loaded, remapped to the screen 
colours, and scaled for the box. 



need to perform operations on many records, 
it is limiting- 

The new list view organises all your 
records into rows, with each column repre- 
senting a Teld. The width of each column can 
be individually changed, and you can move 
fields around by grabbing the field title and 
moving it to wherever you wish it to appear 
ir the list. The entire list can be quickly 
scrolled up and down using the normal 
windows scroiler. 

By selecting individual or multiple records 
you can detete, cut and copy large blocks sA 
records. Alongside this a new query mode is 
available. By selecting a group of records you 
can choo'se to hide thessj and a switch 
option will switch the currently selected 
records with any hidden ones. Any other 
queries rww applied will only take effect on 
the visible records. 

Other improvements allow you to print 
each record graphicaify, so whatever form 
design you come up with, you can print this 
Out with each record.

For current users the main bonus of 
upgradiriQ is the new list vssw mode, for 
anyone with a large database this is of 
genuine use, as a does provide the best 
way of viewing large amount of data. 



The use of Datastore is split into two distinct 
seaions, the first being the design side. Here 

you design what the form virilt look like and 
where data is entered into the database. 
Using a simple point and click interface you 
can quickly place entry fields for any of the 
supported Datatypes, along with captions 
that can be in any Amiga font As for graphics 
fields, any supported datatype picture can be 
placed on the Jorm and scaled to any size. 

Once you are happy with your design you 
can then switch to the other side of Datastore 
and actually enter data into the database. Vou 
can have the database sorted on any of the 
fields and car perform searches on any field. 

I'm sure current Datastore owners would 
like to know what is new for version 7.

The drag and drop approach does make 
adding graphit:s and links to other sites a 
fairly easy business. You just move the air- 
sor fo where you wont the new link in your 
text, drag the file over, and the oppropriate 
HTML command will appear. 

COIVIMAND CONTROL 

Web Maker does a sifnilar job as tiJML- 
Heaven when It comes to adding 
commands. You highlight the text that the 
effect should be applied to, hit the appro- 
priate button, and the start and finish 
commands will be placed around the 
select text. 

Compared to Heaven, probably ihe 
biggest probSem with Web maker is that 
even though it has all the current HTML 
commands, they are only occessible 
through Workbench menus. This Is much 
slower than having a window witt} each 
command having its own button, as HTML 
heaven does. Some sort of list view with 
the commands in would be a wekome 
addition. 

With handy list \fiew holding fink 
addresses to graphics and any other 
sites you may wish, Welt Maker provides 
a good integrated HTML authoring 
sotutkm. 
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to add graphicsi, mw* the dcwument off, and 
then process this ssved document and pro- 
duce tfw HTML aide. I ttiink this woold be ani 
excellent idea W SdftWood or Oi^ to take 
up. tt may even be possil>le to use their ARe»c 
ports to intefTiQg^te the currerit document and 
generate the HTML code (ram it ^is way. It h 
possible to find- out graphic posttioning and 
teA st^ informaticin from Firal Wiitef's AReiot 
port so it may be possibt^. Unfortunately, no 
sudh sokitiar curreiitty exists, and I canrtot see 
such a program csr AR^ik ^Kter$ion being 
developed as the demand for it & too small 

This currently leaves only three Amiiga 
options op«n- The first is to manually enter all 
the HTML codes. You could speed the pfocess 
up by assigning HTML codes to function keiys, 
but this is still a iai from perfect solution. So 
any ppo^am that can provide a better way to 
add HTML code to your propam is going tO' be 
very welcome. 

Your main three pmblems when tryin^g to 
organise a Web sight are going to be format- 
ting tert with the HTML command^ adding in- 
line graphi£5 and links to other pages or sites. 
THe easiest waiy o^ doing this is to pfQ<f uce the 
tent you warrt to include in the Web pag^ ftx- 
mat this with the HTML commandiSj and then 
start to add your in-line graphics and links to 
other site& CJonsequently, any program must 
albw you to easily add HTML commands. Al"? 
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If want to learn bow to create Web pages you need to get hold of some sort of HTML reference manual. A good introduc- 
tion AmigaCuide cemes with HTML-Heaven, and eWs is good enough to get you going. For people on the web The Planet 
Access HTML page on http;//www.planetnet/paihtmlhtmi has links to loads of HTML references, probably more than 
you wHt ever need

If you own an Amiga vuith a hand drive you may have never spared a thought to what wrauld happen 
if your hard drive bfcame coriup^ed, or even worse conked out completely, ff you wecen't awane 
that this cojid ever happen then think again! 

Over fihe past three years my hard drive has 'gone douun' no fewer than 16 times - not bad you 
may think, but one was so fatal I had to purchase a new hard drive, losing all my precious vrarlc for- 
ever. And believe me, when your hard drive gives up the ghost your whole world falls apart - no

The obvious solution is to back up your hard diive re^larty to floppy dek. Unfortunately, backing 
up an entire hard drive to ftoppy tan take hours and can take hundreds of floppy disks.

Although a printer is a fine addition to any home computer, many users shy away from them 
due to Iheiir apparent complexity. One of the biggest printer-related prgblents is that of the 
stranded printer driver. A suitable printer dmer is. required in order for your llVorkbench to be 
able to communicate successfully with your printer. 

When you purchase a new printer you may be fortunate enough to get a dedicatee 
Amiga printer driver, but in most case^ you must send cfff to the retailer, most of whom are 
very obliging. 

The real problem comes when installing the printef driver onto youf Workbench. Where do 
you put it? Once again, the solution is very simple. Located in the Workbench Devs director,; li 
a drawer called Printers, It is here you should copy your printer driver to. You csn then select 
your printer driver fnsm the Printer prggrami in the Prefs directory.

aver ttie last few monttis I tiave reviewed 
two or ttifee Rnball games and to be 
honest, none of them have managed 
to sustain my Interest at oil - although I 
did give Thomas the Tank Engine's 
Pinboll a good 90% or something, mainly because 
a) St was for kids and b) I thought the novelty effect 
was good. 

I'm not particukMty a lover of prfrtbal! as I've men- 
tioned counties times before. However, something 
different happened when I boded Pinball Prelude 
- elttier I wasn't fully conscious frorn the night 
before or I'd actuoHy found a pinball game which, 
believe it or not, I actually liked. 

There are three tofcies - which is iess ttian the 
other games - and ttiey're all based around a cer- 
tain ttveme which is basically the whole concept of 
time, Tt>e 'Post' level features a pretiistoric lond- 
scope with a huge dir>osour planted right in tfie 
nidcfle.

Many mojor sites ore increoiing lhe amount or 
nodei and lines ond ifis bar*dwidth of I^OJe liivei,

cast, far a static tight the shadow shoufd be 
fairly eosy to place, but if the light is gnimoted 
in any way rhe shadow is going to change in 
Twiation to the movement of the light and any 
structures it passes over* 

A iimpfe way af adding light and shadow is 
to use the Brighten and Darken effects. For a 
light cast on the floor yov cot/ld sitnply select a 
filled ellipse with the Brighten effect turned 
which you can then draw over the floor where 
the tight falls. Y«u couJd even twitch antiglias- 
ing on in order to smooth out the edges of the 
cast light or shadow^ if you need mare control 
over the shape of yovr cast tight or shadow 
yov can vse the filled line tool instead, 

A quick way of drawing shadows is to tt$e 



ihe Shear tool which is normally located in the 
Brush j«cltifon of your point package.

Standards 

The first of three big standards is NTSC INalional 
Television Standards Committee, os used in the 
LJSA, Japan, Korea, Conado, Me;<ico ond olher 
parts of South America, ond the Philippines^. NTSC 
runs at 30 frames of 525 lines per seco^id ond (S 
often jokingly referred to o^ 'IMever Twice The Same 
Colour', but nowadays this iin't riecessarily ihe 
case, Whilsi ii's true ttiot NISC equipnneni olio has 
a Hue controf in oddition to ihe regular Colour, 
Bfighlness ond Contrast controls, I've always 
ifiougl^t ihot NTSC bdied pretty good, and because 
of the higher frame rote there isn't quite SO much 
apparent flicker with cerioin kinds of Image. In fact, 
many AmBrioani find PAL TV to be discorrcertingly

Aj an histuj^icol aside, il 
it soid ihal the Na^is hod both colour TV camera i 
and video pc ojectiofl in use lor the 1 934 Olympic 
games, though this is hord lo verify, both for politi- 
cal reasons and because German companies such 
fls Telelwnken |who were at the forefroni of PAl TV 
dtvelopmenll are slill neluctont to admit thot they 
might have hod any finb with the Noiis. 

UK IMPORfANCE 

The final standard, and the most important cme for 
us, is PAL |Phase Alternate line) ond is if« one usfld 
in ihe UK, os wdl qs, much of Europe, sx- artd cur- 
rent UK dependencies and colonies, including; 
Auitrollo. New Zealand, South Afri:co, Iceland, 
Chino ond a number oi AffiCQn ond Arab itaiei, 
Like SECAM, PAL runs ai 55 frames of 625 lines 
per second ond, like SECAM and NTSC, this 
htune/line combinaiiofl Is derived os o division oF 
the national domestic mains electricity frequency 
ISOHi for PAL ond SECAM,. 60Hz for NT5C). 

Of course, as wilh alt standards ifiere are excep- 
tions. For instance, B'oiil ums the PAL sysii™, but 
with only 525 lines and at 60He [PAL-iy,|, whilst 
Cuba,, Haiti ond French Guycina hav^ SECAW, but 
wilh 525 lines. There may also be minor differ- 
ences between the sound carrying side of iome PAl 
systems. So, if you have a tape of Brazilian TV and 
you think you can play it bock on a stdndofd PAL 
VCR, you'd be mistaken. 1 learnt this ihe hard way, 



carrying o tape oil the way bock from Rio only to 
Find out that all I could get out cJf it was the sourKl! 

Thii is where standards converieri come In, mak- 
ing it passible lo translate from one video system to 
onofhe*. The trouble is, ll>ere are same fairly tricky 
problems ta owsfcome. For mstorce, wfen converl- 
ing from NTSC (30 fromes per second, 525 lines) lo 
PAl |25 fromes per secondj 62S lines) somehow 
live fronvBS have to be bst and 100 lines per frome 
goirved. Digliol equipment and processing con solve 
most of these problems, but even so it itrll isn'l 
powible ta moke up the e«(ro lines From scratcfi. 

Profasjionall standards converters, costing many 
thousands of poiinds, hove odvoflced elecironics 
■which can look ahead by up to four fields j2 frames) 
and then interpoloie the results to provide smooiher 
viewing. They also Interpoiate the lines in the frame 
and add exiro lines lo make up the difference 
between NTSC's 525 and PAl's 625. Cheaper stan- 
dards converters, for inttonce In the £1000 or so 
ronge, os well as the multistondord VCtis, tertd to 
have a simpter approach and often just throw Oul 
the fe<(Uired five fromes pe^ second and only do lim- 
lied line inlerpolotian. The result, especially wfiere 
ocjlcin Is moving lost, con be a noticeable stagger- 
ing of the images and jagged diogonal lines where 
the interpobtion isn't of o high enotrgh quohty to 
sntooth the piclure out sulficieritfy. It's the old story of 
you get what you pay for,
